Tekahen Waghoe. The one described in Betts, No. 
452, was sold in the Hunter sale by Chapman in — 
1920, Lot 54 and was inscribed Mohickans Mad oghic. 
The whereabouts of these two at the present time _ 
‘is tmknown to me. LaPointe probably knows all 
about the record of these two medals but you inight 
convey to him the information I seni given you. 
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
